OPIATE FOR PAIN, 


"For several months hypodermic in-

opium have been given to him to quiet 
the paroxysms of pain to which he was 
subject. But his last minutes were ns 
peaceful and as free from suffering as 
could be wished, and this, at least, is 
some comfort 
to his family

He wns in full possession of hi* 
senses until last Friday, when periods oi 
mental unbalance came on. But he was 
able to recognize his friends until the 
end, although not able to think cohcr- 
uiitiy.

STRENGTH FALLS FAST. 


Dr. Small watched the patient through 


the morning, during which his strength 
e-bbed rapidly. Mrs. Harper, his daugh- 
ter and his three sons did not leave the 
ropni, and the other relatives were call- 
ed in one by one to receive one last 
clasp of his hand. An attack of pain 
came shortly before 2 o'clock, and Dr.

face. He took the hand of his wife and 
hold it, then closed his eyes and became 
unconscious.

The body will remain in charge of the 


family until Saturday. 'It will then be 
transferred to .Haskeli assembly hall on 
the university grounds e.-morted by the 
university band, the university senate 
and the university council, members of 
the senate and the council acting as pall- 
bearers.

Although the fire and police commis- 


sioners have advertised for men on both 
the police and fire departments, appli- 
cants are coming in very slow, especially 
in the police department. It is different 
so far as the fire department is concern- 
ed where the applicants are numerous 
and the class of men better.

This is the state of affairs that exists at 
present. Men are not anxious to 'bo po- 
licemen. Tliey are anxious, however, to 
gut positions on the fire department and 
there is always half a dozen on:the eligi- 
ble list, and good healthy men. Just 
what can be done to strengthen the po- 
lice department is a problem at present.

constituted the other and necessary side 
of the mutual agreement to become free 
from an engagement which had become 
more or less of a burden for both of these 
two young people. 


"Mr. Rowlands further contended that 


Walter had not been in love with Mi.ss 
Richards, as was alleged by the adverse 
side. "My goodness!" he said, "can't a 
young man take a walk in the morning 
and gather flowers with a friend like 
Walter and Miss Richards did at Dela- 
va-n Lake, when ho is engaged to be mar- 
ried without having that constitute false- 
hood.

for the time of the wedding ceremon; 
and while the two young people admi 
that they have talked over their plan 
in that respect there is nothing in th 
testimony that tends to show that ther 
ever was an agreement of any nature 
Consequently, there cannot be any breac 
of promise. And I will-a.sk you, gentle 
men of the jury, to consider every poin 
of the evidence brought forth, and the 
you will be able to see that if there b 
any guilt, it must be found on the side o 
the plaintiff.

when Attorney Docld of Milwaukee, to 
the defendant claimed that the plaintiff 
interest had been diverted from the rea 
issue at stake.

In his opinion, nobody bad broken-an; 
contract, and the story about Miss ,Eich 
nrds had been synonomous

grasping of a straw to which the plaintiff 
clung with all her might, but in vain. Hi 
furthermore proved that the 
plaintiff 


had asked the defendant to re-consider 
the letter he wrote when asking for his 
release from the engagement, and as long 
as she hod done that, there wa 
breach of any promise. 


W. D. Thompson, attorney 
for 
the 


plaintiff, then took the floor to answer 
the remarks of the defendant's counsel 
saying that everything pointed to the 
fact that there virtually was a breach o: 
a solemn pledge, and that such a breach 
should be amended for in some manner or 
other. 


When these arguments had been heard. 


Judge Belden delivered his instructions 
to the jury which were as follows: 


JUDGE BELDEN'S CHARGE. 


The plaintiff seeks by this action to re- 


cover damages of the defendant for al- 
leged breach of contract of 
mnmsrrn. 


Marriage in the la.w is a civil contract 
and tho party thereto who breaches the 
contract without the consent of the other 
party and without sufficient cause is 
answerable in damages to the injured 
party. The defendant claims he die] not 
breach the contract, but that it was mut- 
ually rescinded and that plaintiff releas- 
ed him from its obligations. 


There is no dispute in this case but 


that an engagement or contract to marry 
existed between the parties to this ac- 
tion. Just when it became a contract is 
unimportant. Such a contract, like all 
other contracts, is just ns binding upon 
one party thereto as it is upon the other. 


• ;. JURY'S DUTY OUTLINED. 


1 Your duty in this action will be fully 
discharged by answering certain 
ques- 


tions of fnce submitted to j-oti by the 
court in the form of a special verdict. 
Those questions you will determine nnd 
answer from a.H the. credible 
evidence, 


facia and circumstances proven on the 
trial, and under the instructions given 
to you by the court, without regard to 
what effect your answers may have upon 
tho final judgment of the e'onrt in the 
case, and without regard to whether you 
think the plaintiff oujjlit to recover a 
judgment or whether you think tho de- 
fendant ought to recover n judgment in 
this action. 


BREAKING OF CONTRACT. 


The first question submitted for your 


determination is, "Was the contract of 
marriage- between the plaintiff and de- 
fendant breached by the defendant?" 


I can say little that will be helpful to 


you in considering this question, or that 
will make its meaning plainer. To breach 
a contract means to break it—for one 
party to advise the other party thereto 
that ho will not carry out the agreement 
or abide by its terms. 


In determining your answer to this 


question you will consider the letter of 
Oct. 31st, I!)04, written and sent by de- 
fendant to plaintiff and all the 
other 


credible evidence, facts and circumstances 
pi-oven in the case bearing upon the ques- 
tion. 


The burden of proof as to this question 


is upon the plaintiff. By this I mean that 
it is incumbent upon the plaintiff to es- 
tablish by .1 fair preponderance of the 
evidence that the contract was breached 
by tho defendant. Of course, if you find 
from the evidence that there was a, mut- 
ual rocission of the contract, n. mutual 
giving up of their engagement by these 
parties yoii would answer this question 
"No." 


DH3 PLAINTIFF RELEASE HIM? 
The second question 
submitted 
for 


your determination is: 


"Did the plaintiff, after receiving the 


letter from the defcndn.nt, dated Oct. 31, 


, release the defcjidnnt from hig ob- 


ligations to her under the contract of 
marriage existing between them?" 


A. release from such an engagement or 


;ontract need not be by express words, or 
by any certain form, but like the en- 
gagement itself, when not admitted, may 
bo inferred from circiimstances and the 
contract of tho parties. 


If you find from the evidence that the 


plaintiff acquiesced in the desire ol the 


defendant to be released from his en- 
gagement -to marr^ her and did in fact 
release him from such engagement, how- 
ever reluctantly she may have come to 
such conclusion a-rtd decision, -still a re- 
lease so manifested^would be no less valid 
and effectual than if it had been formal 
oir in set words, and you would answer 
tliis question affirmatively. 


A release.once given cannot be recalled 


without the consent of the other party. 


CONDUCT NOT RELEASE. 


The defendant's construction of plain- 


tiff's conduct which he claims to inter- 
pret as a release cannot operate as a re- 
lease or a consent to a termination of the 
contract. It is for you to determine from 
all the credible evidence, facts and cir- 
cumstances proven in the case whether 
the plaintiff's conduct or expressions, or 
both, subsequent to her receipt of the let- 
ter of Oct. 31, 1904, how a then present 
intention on her part to thereby release 
the defendant, and whether in fact such 
conduct establishes to your satisfaction 
that she did acquiesce in the defendant's 
proposed termination of the contract, and 
did release him from the obligations of 
the contract. 


The terminating or breaking of a con- 


tract, to release the parties ^rorn their 
obligations thereunder, must be quite as 
mutual, expressly or by reasonable impli- 
cation or constructiGn of the facts and 
circumstances, as the making of the con- 
tract. The minds of the parties must 
meet to rescind it. They must under- 
stand the situation alike. 


The burden of proof as to this question 


is upon the defendant. I mean that the 
defendant is bound to establish to your 
satisfaction by a fair preponderance of 
oil the evidence, facts and circumstances 
proven on the trial that the plaintiff did 
release the defendant from his 
obliga- 


tions to her by reason of the engagement 
or contract to marry. 


AS TO THE DAMAGES. 


The third question is: "If the court 


should be of the opinion that the plain- 
tiff is entitled to recover, at what sum 
do you assess her damages?" 
i 


If the plaintiff is entitled to recover 


at all, she should be compensated for 
reasonable expenses proven incurred in 
making preparation for the murriago, 
for mental suffering occasioned by the 
breach of the contract, such as injury to 
!ier feelings, affections, pride for hu- 
miliation, contempt 
or mortification 


kvhich the evidence satisfies you she may 
nave undergone and sustained becausc 
of the breach of the contract. You may 
consider any evidence in the case relat- 
ng to the financial standing of the de- 
fendant at the time the breach, if any. 
occurred, or such time as he might un- 
der all-the circumstances proven-reasou- 
ibly be expected to fulfill-hi* contract, 
lis social position, and the condition of 
;he plaintiff in life, as bearing upon the 
,oss to the plaintiff of an advantageous 
narriage with the defendant 
and as 


tending to show the condition in 
life 


ivhich the plaintiff would probably have 
secured by marriage with the defendant. 


You may consider the length of the 


engagement, the intimacy of the parties, 
:he depth of the plaintiff's devotion, ami 
the worldly advantages to plaintiff,

Evidence as to 
is financial condition was received, not 
s going to show his ability or lack of 
bility to pay damages, but only us tend- 
ig to show his condition in life and tho 
ondition in lite to which plaintiff might 
easonably expect to come through uinr- 
iage 
with him and such 
advantages 


hereby accruing to plaintiff as have al- 
ciuly been suggested to you. 
In assessing damages in this case it is 
ot proper for you to consider tho consc- 
nences to the plaintiff, in mitigation of 
amagea, of marrying the defendant and 
hereby forming an unhappy alliance by 
cason of the want of that Jove and, af- 
ection that a husband should bear his 
ifc. That is to say, the defendant can-

The burden of proof as to damages is

back death's hand to the mark set by 
the dying scholar. 


WORKED WHILE DYING MAN. 
After Dr. McBurney of New York had 


pronounced him afflicted with the fatal 
malady, special treatment was given him 
and 
everything that medical 
science 


could devise or suggest was attempted 
in order to affect a cure. Dr. Harper 
wejit to Europe and spent some time at 
"the springs at Carlsbad and had numer- 
ous consultations with leading German 
specialists. For a time his condition im- 
proved, but soon the symptoms of his 
malady returned with greater severity 
and it was evident that he could live but 
a few months longer. He showed, how- 
ever, a strong vitality, and by his mar- 
velous strength of will continued his 
work nt the university, while he was ac- 
tually a dying man. From time to time 
his condition would improve, but each 
relapse seemed to leave him in a condi- 
tion worse than befo.re. Two weeks ago 
he was so much improved that it was be- 
lieved that he would be able to stand 
the fatigue of a journey to the south and 
would improve further in a milder cli- 
mate. 


LABORED ON LAST TASK. 


A sudden change for the worse which 


set in ton days ago caused his family to 
abandon all idea oi leaving home and it 
was evident that he could not live for 
more than a few months at the outside. 
It was not until the last, however, that 
death was thought to be imminent. Al- 
most to the last Dr. Harper continued 
his work laboring with great energy up- 
on some books relating to the Hebrew 
language which it was his intention to 
publish. It was only when lie was not 
physically able to sit up that he finally 
gave over his task. 


HOPED TO GO SOUTH. 


Physical exhaustion was the immed- 


iate cause of death. "Dr. Harper was 
worn out by the pain which he bore so 
stoically, and tho cancer hud grou-n so 
large that all his strength was sapped by 


agony of spirit, but not of body, Dr. Har- 
per tossed to and fro in his bed, exclaim- 
ing, "God help me! God help me!" 


Professor Albion W. Small, one of his 


most intimate friends, stepped to the 
bedside with tears in his eyes. He grasp- 
ed the hand which was plucking at the 
coverlet, and said: "He will help you! 
He will!" 


"Yes, yes, He always helps," was the 


muttered 
answer, and 
a faint 
smile 


came to the drawn face. 


SINKS INTO DEATH. 


Whispering broken variants of 
this 


phrase—"God always helps—He alway 
lielps—helps"—Dr. Harper became calm 
and a peaceful expression came over hi 
face. He took the hand of his wife am 
held it, then closed his eyes and beeann 
unconscious. Tho weeping group in tlv 
bedroom waited silently for ten or flf 
teen minutes, watching the dying man 
who seemed to have, fallen asleep. No 
one knew just when the end came, bu 
at length Dr. Small found by using tin 
stethoscope that the heart had ceased t< 
beat.

LEAVES DIRECTIONS FOR FUNERAL 


Dr. Harper left a statement outlining 


his wishes for the ceremonies of his fun 
eral. A detail which he emphasized botl 
in writing and in person was that no 
regular 
university exercise should be 


suspended except during the hours of th 
funeral services. 


The body will remain in charge of the 


family until Saturday. It will then be 
transferred to .Haskeli assembly hall o 
the university grounds escorted by the 
university band, the university senate 
and the university council, members of 
'the senate and the council acting as pall- 
bearers. The body will lie in state in 
Haskeli hall until Sunday after midday 
under a guard of honor composed of stu- 
dents' of the university. The funeral ser- 
vices will be held in Mandel hall at the 
university Sunday afternoon at 2 o'clock 
As part of the exercises, addresses will 
be delivered by President Faunee of 
Brown uinversity, Chancellor Andrews 
of the University of Nebraska and Dean 
Judson of the University of Chicago. 


PLANS HIS OWN FUNERAL. 


For months he had been discussing the 


ceremonies of his funeral, and he often 
expressed the wish, with a decision and 
finality that mude it a command, that 
there be no cessation of classes in the 
university as a token of mourning for 
his death. He was true to his ideal of 
work to the end, and as the best way of 
honoring his memory classes will be held 
today and tomorrow as usual. But the 
routine duties will be given as much re- 
ligious significance as possible. 


John D. Rockefeller, founder of the 


University of Chicago, was informed of 
Dr. Harper's death by telegram yester- 
day, and probably will be present. 


ONLY 49 YEARS OLD. 


Dr. Harper was born in New Concord, 


0., in July, 1S56, and graduated with 
the degree- of A. B. from Muskingiim col- 
lege in that place in 1870. A short time 
after this he went to Yale university 
where he .carried on studies of a special 
character in the languages. The next 
year he acted as president of the Mason- 
ic college nt Macon, Tenn. From 1370 to 
1870 he resided in Granville, 0., as tutor 
in Dennison university and as principal 
of Granville academy which was the 
preparatory department of the univer- 
sity. In 1S80 he was appointed profes- 
sor of the Hebrew language in the Bap- 
tist Union Theological seminary, in Mor- 
gan Park, a short distance from tin's 
city, where he remained five years. In 
ISSfi he was asked by Yale university to 
become professor of Semitic languages in 
that institution where he reigned until 
1881 when he was elected president of 
Chicago university and has remained at 
the head of the institution ever since. 
While the university was endowed and 
founded by John D. Rockefeller it was 
the work and energy of President Har- 
per that shaped its policy and brought 
the institution into being. 


Dr. Harper in his 
administration of 


the university, showed himself not only 
an organizer of high ability in educa- 
tional work, but was a most attractive 
and inspiring teacher. As a man he was 
personally popular with all with whom 
he came in contact, and few men who 
have lived in this city have enjoyed a 
larger circle of warm friends an-.l admir- 
ers. 


STARTS NEW UNIVERSITY. 


In 1S01 Dr. Harper, who wns recogniz- 


ed as a resourceful man by those with 
whom he was associated in the theologi- 
cal seminary «at Morgan Park, was chos- 
en president nt the ngc of 30 of the new 
University of Chicago to be founded tho 
following year. 


Two years before, when a group of 


prominent Baptists of Chicago and the 
middle west had begun the movement to 
establish a new Baptist institution to re- 
place the old University 
of Chicago, 


which had fallen a victim to its creditors 
several years previously, Dr. Harper, rec- 
ognized as a resourceful man by those 
with whom he was associated in tlic 
theological seminary nt Morgan Park, 
wns called into, consultation. 


He immediately became the prime 


moved and fertile leader of the project, 
and courted Mr. Rockefeller with mir. 
aculous effect, securing'first a contribu- 
tion of 5000,000 iu-lSSa and then $1.080,- 
000 in 1801. The first board of trustees 
accordingly elected him president of the 
new university, much to the astonish- 
ment of the outside world, in which his 
name was comparatively unknown. 


Since that time President Harper la- 


bored incessantly along administrative, 
pedagogic and scholarly lines. From tha 
first endowment of $600,000 the univer- 
sity has accumulated through his indus- 
try more than $13,000,000 within a per- 
iod of fifteen years; is outranked in 
wealth by only four American institu- 
tions—Harvard, Yale, Girard college and 
Leland Stanford—and is the peer of 
them all in equipment and scope. Four- 
teen million dollars has been given by. 
John D. Rockefeller alone in the accum- 
ulation and support of this vast proper- 
ty- 


President Harper's appetite for irorK 


was insatiable, and his powers of endur- 
ance apparently unlimited. His time was 
governed by an iron routine, which was 
carried out each day with machine-like 
regularity. His field of activities was 
far wider than that of other presidents 
of great universities. While supervising 
every detail in the administration of the 
university, he also devoted himself assid- 
uously to scholarly tasks, taught classes 
in the divinity school, edited 'classics, 
conducted philological research, made in- 
vestigations in advanced 
biblical criti- 


cism and published and contributed to * 
score of learned magazines. 


GUILTY SAYS THE JURY 


-Railway Employes at Fault in 


Death ol J. K. Johnson. 


Although Their Testimony is all to 


the Effect That Every Precaution 


Hud Been Taken. 


The jury empaneled to inquire into the 


death of John K. Josnson, killed by a 
Chicago & Northwestern railway passen- 
ger train, near the Washington avenu* 
crossing, on Tuesday evening, rendered a 
peculiar verdict yesterday afternoon. It 
was as follows: 


We, the jury in the ease of John K. 


Johnson, find that the deceased came to 
his death on the 9th day of January, 
1000, by being struck by "the engine of 
train 18, of the Chicago & Northwestern 
K. H. Co., at the Washington avenue 
crossing of said road, between Twelfth. 
and Thirteenth streets, city of Racine, 
Wis., and that death was due entirely to 
the negligence of the employes of the 
Chicago <t Northwestern Railway Co. 


The jury were K. II. Beeber, Charles 


Harms, J. J. Held, Peter Nelsen, P. A. 
clerzog. 


Coroner Hoyle, when seen this morn- 


ng, said that in no way, shape or man- 
ler was he interested in the "man killed 
jr the railway company, but ht said that 
;he verdict was not justified in face of 
the evidence given, that the railway men 
did all in their power to avert an acci- 
dent. 


ACCIDENT UNAVOIDABLE.

1 licve the country would be better off. 


Naturally one trouble with this is that 
there would be those who fear in ex- 
tending the presidential terms it would 
only give color to the assertions of such 
statesmen as Secretary Shaw that "the. 
tendency of our government, is to be 


arc well-marked instances of the trend 
toward a stronger central government. 


''Have we reached the limit? 'ft would 


seem not. The demand for federal super- 
vision of corporations, for insurance con- 
trol, for additional rate legislation, for 
government inspection of foods, all look 
in the same direction and to add to the 
prospect of a yet stronger and more cen- 
tralized government, I cite the fact that 
the old state sovereignty party has now 
become the most pronounced advocate of 
enlarged federal jurisdiction and super- 
vision."

and with no seeming endorsement of tho 
processes described, but 
impliedly GO. 


It is true our unparalleled growth vifcii 
the 
excresenccs that 
have appeared 


upon the body politic, with abuses of 
chartered power by 
powerful 
corpora- 


tions in every state, calls for a stronger 
control than has yot been shown anv one 
state can exhibit, and in this calling for 
national supervision and control, neces- 
sarily it must be wielded. But it will 
stop here, for the great love of the Am- 
erican people for their civil liberty, their 
detestation of all aristocratic emblems 
and hatred of titles, will effectually pre- 
vent the undoubted dreams of many of 
our families of great wealth from being 
realized. 
Our government will 
remain 


republican always and there will never be 
permitted any administration or confess 
to provide for titles of any form or vrs- 
tige of hostility, and the only title that 
can be employed in this greatest repub- 
ic on earth, will be that of a plain Amer- 
ican citizen. 


This does not at all imply our govern- 


ment should not be strong, that it must, 
not be vested or not exercise its powers 
for the common welfare and the protec- 
tion of all against the growing abuses, 
the growing insistance powerful corpora- 
tive creations may wield powers never 
ontcmpfated, or those with wealth use 
their power of money to the impairments 
of any rights of the plain citizens, or 
those seeking and who have used meth- 
ods by which gross injustice has been 
done those not so able to protect them- 
selves against the unfairness exercised. 


If all descriptions of business, of trade, 


of transportation, of manufacturers or 
commerce never wont out. of state lines,

nothing and even then did not insist upon 
strict enforcement of their charter pi- 
visions, such is gaining ground constant- 
ly through the. course of these public ser 
vice corporations themselves. 


Their arrogance, by neglect of fran- 


chise conditions, and by indifference to 
justified public complaints of inferior de- 
vice, is what is building up the growing 
sentiment looking towards the operation 
by municipalities of public utilities, oper- 
ated now through franchises and char- 
ters.

all events he was unable to recollect 
anything about it. 
He firmly denied 


that they had ever talked over the plans 
for a wedding trip. 
He also denied the 


statement that he had told the plaintiff 
tnat he carried a salary ol $1,300 a year, 
as he never had more than $To a month. 


After tho questioning of the defendant 


which lasted the better port of three 
hours, was finished, and some depositions 
read, the court closed at 5:30.

To say nothing of the bill which 
led to the discussion or other attempts 
of the senate to occupy ground over which 
its jurisdiction was not clear, its custom 
of "senatorial courtesy" under which no 
a.ppoiutiv.ent can be confirmed if object- 
ed to by senators from the state con- 
cerned, if of the majority in the senate, 
is wholly unjustifiable. 
The president is 


responsible for the character of his ap- 
pointments. The individual senator has 
responsibility only for his own vote. To 
give each senator a veto power over ap- 
pointments in his state is no more "with- 
in the scheme of government of the fath- 
ers of this republic" than the selection 
of the "speaker of an assembly by the 
governor of a state." The sole object of 
the 
custom is to permit senators, to 


maintain their political machines. There 
is a continual encroachment by senators 
on the constitutional power of the presi- 
dent 
to make appointments 
which 
is 


more hateful to the people than almost 
any other "encroachment" by any branch 
of the government. 
Tt is the more hate- 


ful because so many of the senators are 
known to have bought their elections, or 


had them bought for them by corpora- 
tions which they are expected to serve. 
It is to be hoped that Senator Spooner 
will take occasion to revert to the sub- 
ject and discuss that phase of it. If he 
should not, possibly his colleague, .La 
Follette, may take up tho matter.

than its state if we give it not rever- 
ence? 
Such conceptions are not culled 


from obsolete thought, but from the vi- 
brant lip and life of Idia today. Once 
is always in the orient. 'It is your mis- 
fortune that you have to talk BO much

WINTER NEAR THE CITY 


Ben Bones Pats Qaietns on Story 


About Creese Migrations— 


Their Rendezvous South 


Several days ago numerous articles 


appeared in the local papers calling at- 
tention to the fact that a flock of wild 
geese had 
been 
seeu flying north on 


Christmas day and it was considered a 
remarkable incident. Men who have liv- 
ed here fifty years stated that they had 
never witnessed such a sight before and 
could give no explanation of its mean- 
ing-. 


Ben Bones, one of the best posted men 


iu the southern part of Wisconsin, in re- 
gard to birds, weather conditions and 
minerals, comes to the front with an in- 
teresting article relative to the wild 
goose and the, ilock that flow north on 
Christmas day. Here it is: 


THOSE WILD GEESE. 


Editor Racine Daily Journal: Year 


after year 1 see in the papers that wild 
geesu arc seen Hying north in the winter 
and I am ascked what kind of weather it 
portends. Now a wild goose don't know 
any more what is coming a month hence, 
than a fool long range weather forecast- 
er, a woodchuck, or an almanac. 


About thirtyfive years ago a flock of 


seven wild geese wintered here, and they, 
and a part of their increase, have spent 
a great part and some times the whole 
winter here, ever since. Their rendez- 
vous is three and one-half rnilos south ot 
Kaoine and about a mile in the lake, 
where they stay over night. 


Their feeding 
grounds are 
isolated 


rnru fields in three townships on the 
prairie, all within ten miles of the lake, 
this is the only point on Lake Michigan 
that like conditions prevail, and this tho 
only liock that winters on the lake and 
perhaps the only one that stays north 
of the Ol'.io river. Open water is indis- 
pensable to them. Cold 
feet do 
not 


bother them and so long as the snow 
does not get too deep on their corn 
fields they stay. 


This flock now numbers 73. They ily 


generally in three platoons and 
when 


one of these bunches fly north over the 
e;ty it don't mean mild weather, but 
means that there is good corn in Cale- 
donia, in back fields. 


These geese are potted at with rifles 


almost daily when on their flight, but 
the high up and I know of but four of 
them ever being killed, three of which I 
got by lying'in wait for them on their 
feeding grounds southwest of Sylvani.t. 
The lying there in the weeds six mortal 
hours for those geese to coma was too 
slow and monotonous to bear the name 
of sport. This flock and its descendants 
will winter here undoubtedly as long as 
Lake Michigan stays open in winter and 
there are cornfields on the prairies not 
too close to human habitation.

Although the fire and police commis- 


sioners have advertised for men on both 
the police and fire departments, appli- 
cants arc coming in very slow, especially 
in the police department. It is different 
so far »s the lire department is concern- 
ed where the applicants are numerous 
and the class of men better. For some 
reason there does not seem to be a de- 
sire on. the part of citizens to. become 
policemen. It is claimed when a man 
once enters the duties of a police officer 
it is little better than a dog's life. He 
is subjected to the insults of any and 
everybody and he must take it all. 
Every resident in the city believes that 
he is placed on the force for the purpose 
of waiting on them. If there is a back 
yard fight he is called; if a child is lost 
he must set the whole department to 
work whether they are on duty or not. 
If a response is not made at once the 
cry goes up: 
"Our police force is rank; 


the whole gang should be removed and 
new nien put in." 


The city has decided to place three new 


men oiijhe force, but it is doubtlul if 
when tfle examinations are made, three 
men will be found to satisfactorily* pass 
the examination. In addition tb-'this 
fact 110 person would be surprised "to see 
several on the department resign 'soon. 
This is the state of affairs that exists at 
present. Men are not anxious to 'be po- 
licemen. Tliey are anxious, however, to 
got positions on the fire department and 
there is always half a dozen on .the eligi- 
ble list, and good healthy men. Just 
what can be done to strengthen the po- 
lice department is a problem at present.

President Says It la Only Fit to Take Care of 


20 Per Cent ot Kogular Armr. 


WASHING-TON, Jan. 11.—President 


Roosevelt who presented Captain Church 
of the medical branch of the army with 
a medal for conspicuous bravery in the 
Cuban campaign, addressed the members 
of the American Medical association in 
part as follows; 


If we had a war break out tomorrow, 


and had to raise any largo army there 
would be an immediate breakdown, in the 
medical department simply because at 
present our medical corps is numerically 
only fit to take, care of about forty per 
cent ot the regular army as it is now. 
The medical corps is not numerically fit 
to grapple with a campaign in which our 
whole army as it is, the little army as it 
is, should be employed. And of course 
if we'had to mobilize an army of volun- 
teers we would under present conditions 
have to count upon widespread disaster 
through the shortcomings in the medical 
and sanitary and hygienic arrangements 
rendered inevitable by our present lack 
of preparation. 


LESSON FROM THE JAPANESE. 
The Japanese have given us a good les- 


son in this as in many other particulars, 
by the way, they handled their army in 
the recent ward. One of the reasons 
why their medical department did well— 
the main reason—was.the fact that they 
had an ample supply of doctors who had 
been practiced in time of peace in doing 
the duties they would have to do in war. 
And until we have provision for an ample 
corps of doctors in the army so that 
they can be practiced in time of pence 
we will not have prepared as we ought 
to prepare for the possibilities of war. 
Until we thus prepare we can make up 
our minds that we are ourselves respon- 
sible for any disaster that occurs to any 
army that the United States may raiae 
iu the future: not the man who may be 
at the head of the army at the time. The
